CENSORSHIP BY COMMIITEE 
.: 2t hiu been urgued that the honie of repre- 
■ MntsUru' decUlon to limit the power of lt« 
.mlu committee Almpl; tnuufera t potential 
dlctntorttl power from tbe committee to the 
■petker. It hu ftlu been argued that this de- 
cision is a triumph for Mr. Truman and a first 
itep toward putting through the legislative 
PTOgnm that he prombed ihe voters in bis 
.fiampalgn. 

Thoae argumenta are debatable, and In^ 
eompiel*. To "lake up the second point flrat, 
■this reform, like many others, Is not limited 
to the present. Unless repealed, the new pro- 
cedure for bringing bUls before the house will 
iMHtlnue^lndBflDlteJy. The question Is- not 
whethertlt helps Mr. Truman, but whether It 
helps to translate the peAplc's wishes Into law 
more effectlTely. 

There are IndlcaUons that the new pro- 
cedure win make legislation a more truly 
democratic and representative prooesa.-They 
may be found no farther back In history than 
the record of the 80th congress. Polls showed 
—and polls do ahow, in spite of their record 
In the preddentlal election— that the ma. 
Jorlty of Americans favored universal mill 
taij-trilnlw. Jhft MQTembcrjfDtc.wB heUesa. 
abowed that a majority alio favora a pro- 
gram of pubUoi housing and slum clearance. 

Both thue measures had strong bipartisan 
anpport, Mr, Taft, leader of the late Republi- 
c anaana te, waa co-author of the housing bill 
approved by the senate and approprtate 
hoosa committee. But the rules committee 
would not even permit the house to consider 
and debat* thaw two highly imporUnt bllU, 
much leae vote on-them.^ — 

That U not democracy. Neither U It a pro- 
par funcUon. The committee was conceived 
ai a channel — a bottle-neck, perhaps — 
throoffh which a mass of leglalaUon could 
put from oommlttws to the house lo oidorly 
fashion. It waa not meant to be a bottle 
atopper. And that U what it had become, 
under both parUee, the rules committee haa 
oftan ntarted the power of censorship 

Tht nrrt ma jor decision of the new eongresa 
entalM mar powwnwioerly it took "a petl-" 
tlon with ai8 algnen to bring a bottled-up 
bill before the house. Now the chairman of 
th# eommlttaa which has approved a leglsla- 
tlre bill can more to have it brought out after 
the rnlei eommltue has had it for 21 days
